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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed 22 December 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 96-101 and 106-107 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Banerjee. 

Banerjee discloses a transistor (Figs. 7 and 13) that contains a first dielectric 
layer (34) disposed over a substrate (20), a gate electrode layer (26) disposed over first 
dielectric layer, a second dielectric layer (36) disposed over gate electrode and having 
an upper surface, wherein the gate electrode layer and second dielectric layer comprise 
an opening extending from the upper surface of the substrate through the first and 
second dielectric layer and gate electrode and having opposing sidewalls and a bottom 
disposed between the sidewalls, a gate dielectric layer (70) disposed over a portion of 
the sidewalls as an annulus formed in opening and a portion is elevationally coincident 
with gate electrode layer with an annulus that is formed elevationally below the upper 
surface and a channel region (58(on sidewalls)) formed in opening adjacent to the gate 
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dielectric, a source (58) and drain region (10), where drain region is formed over the 
second dielectric layer and the source is elevationally below the channel region. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 76-95 and 102-105 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 76-95 
and 102-105 are allowable because prior art does not show alone or in combination with 
other limitations of the independent claims, such as, the gate comprising an annulus 
which laterally encircles the laterally proximate channel region. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Claim 108 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 22 December 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the Banerjee reference does not disclose 
the source and drain region as 58 the upper and lower regions. That is erroneous as 
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stated in Column 7, lines 55-64 that the N+ region (10) is the drain region and 58 is the 
source region. Therefore the Banerjee reference does disclose the claim invention.
